THE LATEST DEVELOPMENTS 


Vcrdiet of the Coroner’s Ju ry — 
Captain Lees W orks up th i 
Accused's Record.

S a n t a A n a , January 27.—The search 
of the Hitchcock residence this morn­ 
ing was rewarded by the finding of an 
ax and hatchet, both smeared with 
blood. While a party of citizens were 
discussing the points of the crime it 
was remarked that Anschlag had been 
seen coming to Santa Ana early on 
Tuesday morning with a mud-be­ 
smeared wagon, and Dunkeley, one 
of those present, said that he believed 
that he had seen a wagon similar to it 
driving across the prairie to a clump 
of bushes. On proceeding to the spot 
a pair of new* blue overalls and a 
jumper thoroughly 


BESMBAKED W ITH BLOOD 
And mud were found rolled up ánd 
carefully hidden under a clump of 
bushes. With them wore scraps of 
letters, one of them written in German 
and another a i»ortion of a letter writ­ 
ten by the deceased, Mrs. Hitchcock, 
evidently to her sifter in Illinois. The 
overalls and jumper were at once 
taken to Garden Grove and were 
there identified by W. A. Uluzzard, 
clerk to Wickham & Parker, as a pair 
he sold to Anschlag on Monday. The 
latter returned on Tuesday ami said 
that the pair were too short and 
wished another suit, although lie 
did not offer to return the first pair. 
There was also found in ihe pock­ 
ets a postal note for one dollar pur­ 
chased at Santa Ana on Saturday, but 
the postmaster is unable to remember 
to whom he sold it. The wagon tracks 
and horses’ footmarks measured, are 
found to correspond exactly wi'li those 
of Hitchcock's team. Coroner Mere­ 
dith arrived from Los Angeles on the 
noon train and at once proceeded to 
hold the inquest. 


THE VERDICT. 
At 8 :40 to-night the coroner’s jury 
returned the following verdict: “ We, 
the jury, find that deceased died from 
wounds in the neck and head inflicted 
by a blunt instrument in the hands of 
person or persons unknown, and we 
believe Fred Anschlag to be one of 
the said persons.” 


a n b c u l a g ’s r e c o r d. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , January 2 7 .—Cap­ 
tain Lees, of the police force, to-day 
investigated the record of Anschlag, 
the supposed murderer of Hitchcock 
and wife, while he was in this city. 
Anschlag cuine here from Koenigs- 
burg, Germany, in December, 1880. 
After remaining here a few months 
he went to Bangor, Butte county, 
where he purchased a farm. 


FULLER DETAILS. 
The murderer, Fritz Anschlag, ar­ 
rived in New York from Germany 
about 
December 
10th, 1880. 
He 
stayed there but a short time before 
coming 
to 
San 
Francisco 
with 
a letter of 
introduction 
from a 
New York hotel keeper named J. 
Baschkopf to A. Kummer, of this 
city. 
After his arrival here he re­ 
mained awhile at the South Park 
hotel, which place he left to stop a 
couple of weeks with Mr. Kummer, 
afterward going to a boarding house in 
the vicinity. Anschlag told his friends 
that he had a wealthy farmer, an 
uncle in Koenigsburg, Germany, and 
that it was his intention to purchase 
a farm in California. He paid a visit 
to Bangor, Butte County, and worked 
for 
a 
man 
named 
Hergor, 
returning to this city and leaving tor 
the South during the Christmas holi­ 
days of last year. 
He went thence to 
Pasadena. 
Kummer 
described 
Anschlag 
as 
a 
crank 
about 
whose 
private 
affairs 
very 
little 
was 
known. 
He 
came 
to San Francisco with a man named 
Hulhman, who very mysteriously dis­ 
appeared. Anschlag claimed that he 
lost Huthman in Oakland. During 
his stay in the city he borrowed <(25 
from Kummer, which lie failed to 
repay.

COMMERCE BADLY OBSTRUCTED

N e w Y o r k , January 27.—The storm 
of the night before last and yesterday 
was most severe in the Mohawk 
Valley. 
The 
New York 
Central 
abandoned all trains on the Hudson 
River division at G o’clock last night 
on account of the snow blockade. 
The wind, which blew at the rate of 
sixty miles per hour, swept snow 
across the track in such quantities 
that resistance to it w-as useless. 
The snow was no sooner cleared away 
by gangs of laborers than it covered 
the track again. There were three 
passenger and 
a score 
of freight 
trains stuck in the snow. 


TRAINS BADLY DELAYED. 
The Chicago limited, over the Now 
York Central, arrived this morning 
thirteen hours late. The St. Louis 
limited, over the Erie, at noon was 
in a snow bank. The snow has drifted 
badly in all directions, and trains are 
either abandoned or “ running wild.” 
I hree Delaware 
and 
Lackawanna 
through trains were snowed up at 
Kokomo Mountain all night, but man­ 
aged to move this morning. 


ADVICES TO-NIGHT 
Are to the effect that the storm lias 
been steadily increasing throughout 
the northern part of this State for the 
past forty-eight hours, and is at its 
worst to-night. 
The temperature is 
falling, the wind is blowing a gale 
and the snow is drifting upon the rail­ 
way tracks, and laying a general em­ 
bargo on getting ubout. 


A LULL IN TH E STORM. 


A l b a n y , 
January 27. — Morning 
finds the storm cleared away. The 
thermometer is about zero, and a 
strong wind makes the cold intense. 
The railroads ate in a worse condition 
than yesterday. No trains, whatever, 
are being moved.

THE WORST FOR FIFTY YEARS. 


B i d d e f o r d , Maine, January 27.— 
Tho snow 
blockade is unequaled 
since 1836. 
From 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning till 9 o’clock last night, no 
train passed through here. 
At 9 
o’clock last night seven passenger 
trains and one freight were blockaded 
within a mile of this city. On the 
western division, where the snow is 
drifted worse, but little headway is 
being made and the wrecking train 
did not finish its work at the Old 
Orchard till 9 o’clock last night, hav­ 
ing spent seven hours in getting the 
engine and snow-plow back on the 
track. At midnight it was still snow­ 
ing. 
ALL RECORDS BEATEN. 


P l y m o u t h , N. H., January 27.—The 
weather here is the worst ever known. 
Eighteen inches of snow fell during 
tho past twenty-four hours, and the 
thermometer is six degrees below 
zero, with the wind blowing a hurri­ 
cane. 
Seven trains are blockaded 
between Warren Summit and Ash­ 
land, and some are without fuel and 
water, and it is impossible to commu­ 
nicate with any of them.

P i t t s f i e l d , Mass., January 27.— 
Five long passenger trains on the 
Boston and Albany road are snow­ 
bound here. The fast St. Louis express 
spent last night in a snow drift near 
the Washington cut, with 100 passen­ 
gers on board. Many ladies are pros­ 
trated anda number of children badly 
frost-bitten. Freight trains covering 
over a mile of track are snowed in near 
Shakers, and much perishable goods 
will be lost. In many places the snow 
drifted to a depth of 40 feet. 


A SERIOUS CALAMITY. 


S p r i n g f i e l d , Mass., January 27.— 
The mail train for the north on the 
Connecticut River Railroad last night 
became stalled in a cut north of Holy­ 
oke. A gang of men went to work 
this morning to dig it out, but the 
snow was blowing about so thick that 
nothing could be seen a few feet dis­ 
tant, and the train from Greenfield 
dashed into the gang, killing three 
men and fatally wounding another. 


FUEL FAMINE IN DAKOTA. 


M i l b a n k , Dak., January 27. — The 
situation here is growing serious. 
The road was opened for the block­ 
aded train between here and Big Stone 
yesterday and the train brought in. 
The train with the Eastern mail is 
stuck at Ortonville and the one from 
the West at Twin Brooks,west of here. 
This city will soon be short of coal 
and there is not a pound of sugar in 
the dealers’ hands. 
Wilmot is out of 
coal, while Corona and Twin Brooks 
have neither coal nor wood.

The feature of the evening 
was an oration given by Congressman 
Breckenridge, of Kentucky. 
Letters 
of regret from Hugh McCulloch, 8. S. 
Cox, Secretary Fairchild, Speaker 
Carlisle, David A. Wells and others 
were read. 


TH E PLATFORM ADOPTED 
Says: A reduction is necessary for an 
excessive revenue is revised taxation, 
and it was resolved that the existing 
duties upon raw materials which are 
to be used in manufactures should be 
removed and that the duties on ar­ 
ticles used or consumed by those who 
are least able to bear the burden of 
taxation should be reduced. 


b r e u k e n r i d g e ’h s p e e c h . 
Breckenridge was the first speaker. 
He said that the question of taxation 
was the most important with whiclt 
the government had to deal, and that 
the question was now before the 
American people in an imperative 
manner. Congress had but recently 
refused the question of consideration, 
but since then the President had de­ 
clared that the tariff is to-day the one 
question most worthy of the attention 
' 
Congress 
and 
ttye 
atten­ 
tion of the country. 
The surplus 
threatens business panics, and is edu­ 
cating people to false ideas of their 
relations to the Government. 
The 
money in the Treasury re not the 
money of the Government; it is the 
money of the people, wrung from 
them by a false and wrong policy of 
taxation. The trade of Canada and 
South America and Mexico has been 
lost to the United States by a false 
system 
of taxation. 
The leather 
trade of the country has thrived since 
hides have been allowed to come in 
free. 


TH E LABOR QUESTION. 
Referring to 
the 
many labor 
troubles in Pennsylvania, Brecken­ 
ridge said: “ When labor is discon­ 
tented, the system must be wrong, 
and the surest guarantee of the pros­ 
perity of a government is the content 
and tranquility of labor, which we do 
not have now because our system is 
false and we must abandon it. What 
is wanted is for the people, the labor­ 
ing people, to get out of their minds 
the idea that the labor of America 
needs protection against the labor of 
Europe, and to get into that that the 
best protection for labor is independ­ 
ent manhood.” 


A FEW REMARKS FROM 1IURD. 
Ex-Congressman Hurd was intro­ 
duced and greeted warmly. He made 
an elaborate argument to demonstrate 
that the tariff was not in reality the 
protection of American labor and 
American enterprise, but only in some 
instances a handmaid to monopoly. 


A SPLENDID SIG H T.

P a u l , January 27.—The first 
storming of the ice palace to-night 
was a great success. Two thousand 
five hundred horsemen joined in the 
parade and bombardment and 100,000 
would bo a small estimate of the 
crowd that thronged the sidewalkB, 
swarmed on the hills and on the 
houses as well as the palace grounds.

The 
palace

by 
electric lamps from within. 
The 
clubs marched in and 
encircled 
it, Jericho 
fashion, the fire king 
demanding 
its 
surrender. 
Bore­ 
alis Rex, 
from 
tho 
battlement, 
hurled back a defiance. 
A huge 
bomb rose into the air, and the fire 
king’s forces answered with a thousand 
Roman candles let off at once. The 
bombardment lasted for half an hour, 
and while the standard of Borealis 
was burned early in the fight, the 
palace itself was not taken. 


CABLE OAR CALAMITY* 


Seventeen P erso n s In ju re d n t St.

P a u l, January 27.—A cable car 
this afternoon got away from the grip 
on Seely avenue and ran off the track 
and was smashed to pieces. Two or 
three persons were fatally injured and 
fourteen badly hurt. 
The particulars are to the effect 
that in some unexplainable way at 
the top of the hill the grip refused to 
respond to the efforts of the gripman 
to control the car. With the passen­ 
ger car it dropped away dewn the hill 
and soon attained a speed of twenty 
miles an hour. At the bottom of 
Seely avenue is a sharp curve, and 
when the cars reached this they im­ 
mediately overturned and smashed 
stove in the rear car.

W a s h i n g t o n , 
January 27.—The 
accident to the steel beams of the 
cruiser Charleston, now being built at 
San Francisco, is a matter of consid­ 
erable anxiety to naval officers in this 
city. A small section of one of the 
fractured beams has been received at 
the Department and shows plainly 
that the crack was of a most decided 
character, extending almost entirely 
through the beam. It is now learned 
that the four fractured deck beams 
which were said to have been welded 
and worked into the vessel, have been 
removed as a result of the inquiry 
into their fitness for use, which is still 
inlprogress. The developed facts give 
rise to apprehensions concerning the 
character and quality of the steel 
already worked into the hull of the 
Charleston, and further developments 
are awaited with anxiety.

Those whose vineyards 
have not been devastated by phyl­ 
loxera, and who therefore have good 
wine, will get very high prices; but 
most of the wine-growers will have to 
face serious looses.

The balance of the foreign wine trade 
is heavily against France. Instead of 
selling wine to others, she now has to 
buy it for her own use. 
Ten years ago more than 80,000.000 
jallons were annually exported while 
he imports scarcely exceeded 6,000,­ 
000. Last year France sold only 64,­ 
000,000 gallons of wine, while her 
purchases amounted to the enormous 
total of 260,000.000 gallons. She ac­ 
tually imported half as much as she 
made. 
THE WORST FEATURE

wine. 
Some 32,000 tons of sugar 
were used last year to fortify the pro­ 
duct of the wine presses.

BLOOD IN THE WAQON 
had been found. 
T he wagon h ad 
been used for h auling m anure and 
th e p arty of friends of th e m issing 
ones w ho h a d been scouring 
th e 
prem ises for a clew to th e m ystery 
finally scraped off th e chaff w hich 
covered th e bottom of th e wagon and 
were horrified a t finding two dark 
blotches, each as large os a m an ’s 
tw o h an d s, being unm istakable m ark s 
of blood. 
T he wagon l>ox was tu rn ed 
over and it w as seen th a t th e blood 
had been of sufficient q u an tity to soak 
th ro u g h and stain th e cross-piece. 
T his dam ning evidence excited th e 
p arty to a dangerous ex ten t, and 
w heu told in S an ta A na, th re a ts 
of ly nching w ere even indulged i n ; 
A nschlag accounted for th e 
blood 
stain s in the wagon by saying th a t he 
had been hauling m anure in th e o r­ 
ch ard and th a t he struck h is nose on 
the lim b of a tree as he passed u nder 
it, causing th a t organ to bleed pro­ 
fusely. H e says h e sat on th e seat of 
the wagon an d held h is h ead over th e 
box, and th at th e blood from h is nose 
was w h at th e searchers h ad found. 
M rs. Chaffee searched th e house 
and found all the clothing th ere ex ­ 
cepting th e everyday clothes of th e 
couple, an d M r. H itchcock w ould cer­ 
tainly not have d eparted on a journey 
w ith his overalls for w earing ap parel, 
and left his good clothing in th e house.

THE nODIES FOUND. 
C onsequently a search was insti­ 
tu ted and one of te e search parties 
discovered a pile of straw am ong 
som e trees about two m iles southeast 
of G arden G rove and 300 or 400 vards 
w est of Dr. H e a d ’s residence. 
T hey 
rode over to it an d m oved th e straw 
aside discovering fresh d irt u n d er­ 
n eath . 
An alarm was th en given an d 
a crow d of ab o u t thirty-five w as soon 
collected aro u n d th e ho rrib ly sug­ 
gestive m ound. 
Shovelers 
set to 
w ork rem oving th e fresh e arth an d 
w hen a d ep th of ab o u t th ree feet was 
reached, a sh u d d er ran th ro u g h ttie 
assem bled crow d as a portion of a 
body w as disclosed to view. 
An argum ent here ensued as to th e 
advisability of rem oving th e body u n ­ 
til th e C oroner had arrived. M anager 
H ayford, of th e W estern U nion, who 
w as am ong th e p arty , forced h is way 
th ro u g h th e crow d and on th e edge of 
th e grave 
advised th a t th e work 
of 
uueartbiD g th e m ystery be con­ 
tinued. 
T he n am es of 
all persons 
were therefore tak en to be UHed as 
w itnesses of th e proceeding. 
As th e 
d irt w as cleared aw ay it w as seen 
th a t tw o bodies tfere jam m ed into th e 
bottom of the hole. 
Hopes w ere soon 
discovered attach ed to th e w rists of 
th e unfortunates, by m eans of w hich 
th e bodies had evidently been d rag ­ 
ged to th eir dism al resting place. T he 
hole h a d been dug to surface w ater, 
an d th e bodies throw n into th e m ud 
an d w ater at th e bottom and th en 
covered w ith d irt, after w hich the 
straw h ad been placed over it to hide 
th e deed. 
TAKEN TO SANTA ANA. 


T h e bodies w ere im m ediately placed 
in a wagon a n d tak en to Santa A na, 
being tak en to G ran t’s undertaking 
room s. 
A large crow d followed the 
rem ain s u p th e street a n d w hen the 
w agon stopped in front of G ra n t’s es­ 
tab lish m e n t it was soon reinforced to 
a n alarm in g ex ten t. W hen th e bodies 
w ere uncovered and th eir horrible 
condition w as disclosed involuntary 
groans of horror a e re h eard o n fall 
sides, and from the an g ry th re a ts th at 
arose from th e enraged assem blage it 
w as p lain ly ev id en t th a t F red A nschlag 


would hM* abruptly ended his career 
had he been within reach. 
Ne 
do u b t 
now 
remained 
the minds e f the populace b ut that 
A nschlag was the murderer, end the 
enraged cítaseos started out to lynch 
h im . Uooetable Finley bad rem oved 
him and the German Who was arrested 
w ith h im to A n ah eim , w hence he 
w as followed by the infuriated m ob, 
who broke isto the jail, but did not 
find A nschlag to v e n t th eir rage upon, 
as he had been rem oved from tho j til 
sh o rtly before, an d , it is stated , was 
h id d en in a corn-bin. Y esterd ay both 
m en were brought to th e county j til 
in th is city, w here th ey w ill be safe 
for a tim e. 
Drs. K elly an d B all m ad e a th o r­ 
ough post-m ortem ex am in atio n of tho 
bodies, b u t h ad not sen t in th eir re ­ 
p o rt w hen our reporter left. 


THE INQUEST. 
M r. O. W ith am testified a t th e in­ 
q u est a s fo llo w s: 
I am a farm er nnd 
black sm ith residing at G ard en G rove. 
O n T h u rsd ay m orning I w ent to Dr. 
Jo h n C haffee, brother-in-law of tho 
deceased, and had a conversation w ith 
him concerning th e disap p earan ce of 
M r. a n d M rs. H itchcock, an d from 
th e facts I had learned I th o u g h t th a t 
perh ap s a m u rd er h ad been com m it­ 
ted . 
I told him m y . suspicions and 
h e stated th a t he th o u g h t th a t p ro b ­ 
ably th e tw o 
G erm an s h ad done 
th e 
deed. 
M rs. C haffee 
told m e 
th a t she h ad gone dow n to M rs. 
H itch co ck ’s 
house 
an d 
searched 
it. 
All th e clothes w ere th ere except 
th e dress th a t M rs. H itchcock h ad on. 
She asked A nschlag w hat so rt of 
clothes M rs. H itchcock had on w hen 
ho drove h er an d h er h u sb an d up 
tow n, 
llis statem en t did not com ­ 
pare w ith any clothes th a t th e two 
deceased had. 
A nschlag also told 
M rs. Chaffee th a t he drove th em to 
S anta 
A na, b ut lie did not know 
w h eth er th ey w ere going to Los A n­ 
geles or not w hen he left th em .

th en suggested th a t we com m ence 
tho search for th e bo lies a t once. 
I 
w ent to th e b arn of M r. H itchcock 
and took m easu rem en ts of th e h o rses’ 
feet, also tho w id th of th e w heels 
a p a rt an d th e b read th of th e tiers. 
I 
ex am in ed th e wagon an d found blood 
on th e floor of tho wagon an d on th e 
cro ss-b ar; th is show ed us th a t there 
liad been foul play, an d we started 
out for ttie store n ear G arden G rove 
and w ent w estw ards, ex am in in g th e 
track s of horses’ feet and the wagon 
tracks. 
W hen we got n ear Dr. H e a d ’s 
residence we saw th ree m en digging. 
W e drove dow n an d ih ey told u s th a t 
th ey h ad found M r. an d M rs. H itch ­ 
cock. 
T hey h ad dug as far as th e 
corpses w hen we got th ere. 
M r. R ob­ 
inson w as -with m e. T hey had throw n 
out th e d irt a nd also a canvass frock, 
a pair of overalls a n d a hat 
Both 
bodies w ere severely 
b ru h e d an d 
cut 
ab o u t 
th e 
h ead 
an d 
neck. 
W e took th e bodies out, put them 
into a wagon and brought th em to th e 
u n d ertak er’s room s a t S an ta A na. 
T he search for th e bodies com m enced 
on T h u rsd ay , after 1 ’oclock p. m. 
W e found no in stru m en ts, th a t h ad 
been used to com m it th e deed , in th e 
barn. 
T he h ired G erm an th a t was 
arrested w ith A nschlag cam e to his 
place o n T uesday, and th e m urder 
probably occurred on M onday n ig h t 
betw een 8 a n d 10 o ’clock p .* m.

social h ad been arranged on Sunday 
to take place on W ednesday evening 
at th e house of M r. au d M rs. H itch ­

Several papers, a b an k b ill, a pow­ 
der or tw o, two p air of bloody over­ 
alls, an d a half-b u rn ed letter w ere 
found in a clum p of cane trees a short 
distance from w here th e m urderer had 
buried his victim s.

night that Anschlag had confessed to 
haviug committed th e murder, but ao 
Ipveetftotion proved th is to be un­ 
true.

The preliminary examination of G. 
Hamilton Griffin, who was charged 
with embezzling $1600, came up be- 
lore Justice Taney yesterday, and 
after hearing the evidence the Doctor 
was held to answer before the Supe­ 
rior Court and his bond fixed at 
$2500. The testimony adduced was 
to the eifect that Mr. Griffin, as the 
bonded agent of Mr. Quin by, agreed 
to sell certain lands belonging to the 
latter to H. B. Stanley auu W. A. 
Henry, who, to bind the bargain, 
paid in cash to Mr. Griffin the sum of 
$1600. The amount was a simple de­ 
posit, allowing sixty days to examine 
the title, and m case everything was 
not satisfactory the same was to be 
returned. Soon after Stanley and 
Henry were notified that Quinby pos­ 
itively refused to convey the property 
or ratify the contract of Griffin, in 
•consequence of which a demand was 
made for the return of the deposit. 
This being refueed, the Doctor was 
arrested. The defence was techinal, 
Gritlin alleging that the transaction 
was made with a corporation, the Cali­ 
fornia Land Bureau, and as he was 
only a eervent of the company, he 
could not be criminally held for the 
amount.

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The Gardes* Grave Tragedy 
H ie horrible murder at Garden 
Grove, near Santa Ana, of a well 
known and estimable couple, was the 
topic of universal comment yesterday. 
The facts, as laid bare by the dis­ 
patches in the H e r a l d yesterday 
morning, disclosed a carefully laid 
plan by the monster who committed 
the deed, to murder Mr. and Mrs. 
Hitchcock in the most diabolical 
manner. 
They were struck down 
with an ax, and their bodies buried 
in a grove at a short distance from 
where the deed was probably com­ 
mitted. To analyze the facts already 
developed would lead directly to An- 
gchlag as the author of the bloody act; 
and his object could only be, as far as 
th e circumstances of the case are re­ 
vealed, to get hold of the deed 
to the Hitchcock property, which had 
already been made out and executed 
ready for delivery to him when he 
ahould pay over the purchase money 
agreed upon. If this is the true the­ 
ory of the stupendous crime, it be­ 
trays a remarkable absence of sagacity 
on the part of Anschlag to suppose it 
could be carried out to the end with­ 
out question. He must have known 
th a t people so well known as Mr. and 
M rs. Hitchcock could not be put out 
erf the way without exciting an inter­ 
est in their fate that would have led 
to a most thorough and minute inves­ 
tigation. The very fact that Anschlag 
h a d got possession of the deed would 
be a strong circumstance against him 
unless he could show that he had ac­ 
tually paid over the 
money in 
the presence of third parties. This fact 
•hows a motive for the crime, and 
th e mere assertion that he paid so 
large a sum as nearly $8000 to the mur­ 
dered man before five o’clock in the 
morning, without calling anybody to 
witness it, when he could just as well 
have done it an hour and a half later 
in Santa Ana, where the transaction 
could have had full publicity, lacks 
the appearance of verity. But An- 
echlag’s own story, strange as it may 
Appear to be, goes to strengthen 
the 
circumstances 
against 
him 
For divested of the element 
of 
dishonest flight which 
he 
attri­ 
butes to the Hitchcocks’ hurried de- 
pirture, his story is without a shadow 
of probability. And no one can for 
A moment suppose that the victims 
of this tragedy—persons of standing 
And of meahs, with near relatives liv- 
i ng all around them—had done any­ 
thing to cause them to make a hur­ 
ried flight from the neighborhood in 
which they had spent years, and 
where they were lovqd and honored. 
If this 
part of

story will 
not hold together, who will believe 
the 
other ? 
We are very glad 
that the report which reached here 
jesterday morning of the lynching of 
the accused has tinned out to be un­ 
true. This is one of those cases which 
cannot be safely left to the decision of 
a p a u la r and excited tribunal. The 
circumstantial evidence is such as to 
point 
with terrible 
directness to 
Anschlag as the murderer; but the 
fact that it is circumstantial evidence 
fa a preponderating reason why that 
evidence should be carefully weighed 
b f A Court and jury.

Elsewhere when 
the cold passes away, it is to give 
place to heavy and often incessant 
rains. Downpours in other localities 
occur at all seasons. 
Here when the 
rain gives way it is to make room for 
perpetual sunshine. In the summer 
months at all points east 
of the 
Sierras the heat is 
so excessive 
that the discomfort and the disastrous 
effects on health and vitality are 
scarcely less marked than those op­ 
posite effects of the severe cold of 
winter. Here is the vantage ground 
of California, and most particularly of 
the valleys in Southern California 
which lie open to the sea breezes. 
The great ocean lying along our shores 
keeps the winter temperature from 
■inking to an uncomfortable degree. 
The same genial influence in summer 
prevents the heat from becoming 
oppressive to the weakest invalid. 
An

of 
Los 
Angeles county, so mild that children 
batlie therein all months in the year, 
is an influence whose benefits cannot 
ba over-estimated. While o:her sec­ 
tions of the Union are subject to those 
trying extremes of climate, whose re­ 
sults are so painfully manifest in pul­ 
monary and rheumatic afflictions; 
and while the same regions suffer in 
summer from excessive heat, resulting 
in fevers of many types, in sunstrokes 
and general debility—while that is 
the case, our genial land of warm 
winters and moderately hot summers 
will draw the tourist and the settler 
in ever-increasing thousands to our 
shores. 


R e p o r t s from the vineyards of 
France annually become of a more 
discouraging tenor. The latest, which 
may be found in our telegrams of this 
morning, is about the worst yet made 
public. There seems little reason to 
doubt that the vines of France are 
doomed, and that the world will be 
forced to look elsewhere for its vin­ 
tages. A careful survey of the field 
must impress any intelligent person 
with the truth that the only fields to 
which wine drinkers can look are 
those of California. This State is 
able to 
supply 
the 
world with 
as much wine as the vineyards of 
France ever furnished in their palm­ 
iest days. The vintages of California 
have had very little fair play before 
the world up to this time. Those 
attracted into the wine business by 
its promise of enormous profits have 
been mostly persons unskilled in the 
art of wine making. Then this same 
greed of profits has led to the market­ 
ing of our vintages long before their 
maturity. And wherever some Cali­ 
fornia vintner has been able to pro­ 
duce some really good wine and hold 
the stock to maturity, when such par­ 
cels have found their way into the 
hands of consumers it has been after 
passing through the hands of some 
unscrupulous dealer, who has clapped 
some French label on the bottle and 
sold the contents as imported wine. 
W hat needs to be done now is to hold 
California wines long enough for them 
to arrive at their full maturity and 
then to put them on the market hon­ 
estly for what they are. Our raisin 
makers have learned that they have 
no odds to ask of the Spanish fruit. 
California goods are preferred. 
Our 
wine 
can 
be 
made 
to 
take 
its recognized place in the markets 
of 
the 
world. 
It is 
notorious 
that nearly all the French wines sold 
are poor doctored stuff, made of any­ 
thing rather than the jutce of the 
grape. Let it be understood that our 
wines are genuine, that they contain 
no deleterious stuff to menace the 
health of the user, and they will be 
in demand. Now is our opportunity. 
Properly managed 100,000.000 of gal­ 
lons of sound California wines can be 
sold to the home trade. But vigner- 
ons 
should learn to crush their 
own grapes, and 
sell 
the wine 
to dealers when it is ready for the 
blending processes, if they would de­ 
rive the full measure of profit from 
this great industry. There should be 
no trouble in making a good vineyard 
pay $200 an acre. The great Lafitte 
vineyard of France, of fifty acres, the 
largest in that country, pays the es­ 
tate $100,000 a year. That is $2000 
per acre. 


T h e fact is most noteworthy that 
nearly all the great railroad companies 
of the country are heading for the 
Pacific Coast with extensions of their 
systems. The meaning of all this is 
that for many years to come the 
Pacific coast country will be the stage 
on which great enterprises will be 
wrought out. The prosperity of this 
section received its initial impulse 
when the Southern Pacific people 
passed through here with their road 
from San Francisco en 
route to 
El Paso. 
This era of prosperity 
was renewed and accelerated when 
the road was completed, and it has 
been heavily accentuated in the past 
few years by the advent of the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé system 
with all its new ramifications into all 
parts of our section. There are three, 
four, perhaps half a dozen other roads 
all scrambling to reach this point and 
make it their objective on the Pacific. 
The 
carrying 
of 
100,000 people 
here and taking half of these back 
annually is no bagatelle in the way of 
passenger 
business. 
The 
freight 
which 
crosses 
the continent is 
already an immense traffic. It will 
increase at a geometrical ratio each 
sing year. There is business for 
half a score of roads between Loj 


Angeles and Chicago, and American 
enterprise is sore to build them. All 
that means a long and accelerated 
run of the “boom.** 


W h ile proclaiming the excellence 
of “Protection to American industry,” 
the coal combination that has seized 
upon the anthracite regions of Pennsy’- 
vania has from time to time provided 
itself with the cheapest possible labor 
from the lowest elements ef Euro 
pean emigration. 
By its rapacious 
policy of extorting th* last dollar of 
profit from a necessary of living this 
coal combination has systematically 
degraded labor until the condition of 
the miners of Pennsylvania has be­ 
come more precarious than is that of 
their brother miners in any other 
part of 
the 
world.—[Philadelphia 
Record. 
The Philadelphia paper from which 
the above is taken is a very pro­ 
nounced High Protective Tariff advo­ 
cate. A more damaging statement to 
its favorite principle would be difficult 
of discovery. The most natural—in 
fact, the only natural—conclusion to 
draw from it is that the tax on coal 
does not benefit the laborer, who 
needs it, but that the whole amount 
of the tax is greedily pocketed by the 
rich mine-owners, who do not need 
it. Nor is there any economic factors 
in the problem which will justify the 
conclusion that without this tax the 
mine-owners would be compelled to 
shut down any more frequently than 
they do. They combine now to keep 
the price of coal at the highest notch 
possible to force the consumer to 
reach. 


R e p r e s e n t a t i v e W e a v e r ’s bill to 
issue $75,000,000 of fractional currency 
should not pass. Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, 
is known os a rider of the “ green 
back” hobby. The American Union 
is a very heavy producer of silver, and 
this metal should furnish us with all the 
“ token” money we need. The coin­ 
ing of $75,000,000 of subsidiary sil­ 
ver coin means the purchase of 
over 
$0,000,003 
of 
silver 
per 
month for a whole year. That would 
give a good impetus to our mining in­ 
dustry and would tend to make times 
brisk in all branches of enterprise.

The incest case of H . G. Moore was 
called at 10 a. m. in Judge Cheney’s 
Court yesterday. 
Tbe defendant and 
his daughter Laura were present. 
Mr. J. M. Damron, th e defendant’s 
attorney, moved for a continuance 
upon his own affidavit to the effect 
th a t witness E. L. W hite was now 
absent from the 8iate and a resident 
of Jauesville, Texas. 
The motion 
was denied and the case was called 
for trial, and the entire forenoon was 
taken in securing the following jury­ 
m en: Abel Sutton, John Snodgrass, 
D. O. Maxwell, John A ritk, A. J. 
Mead, J. L. Mansfield, Wm. A. Sack­ 
ed, Jas. 
D. 
Ott, T. 
W. 
Ellis, 
M. R. 
Gaddy, 
A. L. Thurm ond 
and Jno. J. 
Chapman. 
The de­ 
fendant's attorney 
asked that all 
persons except trie officers of the 
Court and parties immediately inter­ 
ested in the case be excluded. The 
court denied the request. 
The first witness introduced by the 
prosecution was Fred. C. Smith who 
testified as follows: 
I reside at 21 
South Main street. 
I am a Constable 
in Judge Austin’s Court. 
1 knew H. 
C. Moore and his daughter Laura. 
I 
first became acquainted with them 
when I arrested them at their place of 
business which is situated under the 
New Dennison house on Main street. 
They occupied two rooms there and 
were running a fruit store. I know 
nothing about the facts charged in 
the information when 
I 
went to 
their place. 
I found the defendant 
and h isd a ightor in the fruit stand. 
I was not in the back room but looked 
in from the door and Baw the furniture 
which consisted of several trunks, 
chairs and a cot. That was all I 
noticed. 
On October 27th, the day of the a r­ 
rest, while 1 was taking Moore up to 
the Police Station, he stated to me 
th at Laura was iiis daughter. 
Laura 
Moore was not then under arrest. 
1 
asked him if they lived in the same 
room, and he said they did, but occu 
pied separate beds. 
Gus Hess was next called, and tes­ 
tified: 1 reside at Pasadena. 
During 
the m onth of October, 1887, I was 
working at the New Dennison Hotel, 
in this city. 
I know H . C. Moore and 
Laura Moore. 
They lived under the 
hotel and kept a fruit stand. 1 do not 
know what relation they bear, but have 
heard Lgura call Mr. Moore “ papa.” 
Some time in October I was occupying 
a room adjoining the room in which 
Mr. Moore and his daughter were 
living. 
One night after I had retired 
I heard a noise in their room. There 
was a partition about six feet high 
between our rooms filled above with 
a mosquito bar. I heard the noise in 
their room and got up and looking 
over the partition, I saw Moore and 
his daughter in a compromising posi­ 
tion. Several times prior to that night 
I watched them and know they occu­ 
pied the same bed. 
Cross-examination—There was 
a 
strip of cloth on top of the partition. 
There was a sm all hole in the cloth, 
and I saw w hat I have related through 
that. 
Alexander Arkmanson being sworn 
stated : 
1 reside at Long Leach. 
I 
was working at the New Denison in 
October, 1887, as a waiter. I became 
acquainted with Moore while working 
at the hotel. 
I heard the girl at dif­ 
ferent tim es call Moore “ papa.” 
I 
used to go in H ess’s room to read be­ 
fore reiiring. 
I frequently looked 
over the partition, and always saw 
Moore and his daughter occupying 
the same bed. 
Mrs. W atson 
was 
called 
ai d 
testified: I have been in the fruit 
store and the back room occupied by 
H . C. Moore and Laura Moore. There 
was a three-quarter bed in the room 
and a cot, which stood near the bed, 
folded up. I visited the room after 
M r. Moore was arrested. 
C. P. Dunham testified: I am a po­ 
liceman. Have been on the force for 
about four m onths. 
I know the de­ 
fendants. First saw them at their 
fruit store under the New Denison 
Hotel. 
I wus notified of the suspi­ 
cious circumstances under which they 
lived and on night of the 25th of Octo­ 
ber, 1887, and for the purpose of in­ 
vestigating the m atter I went to the 
rear of the Denison Hotel, entered a 
room adjoining th at 
occupied by 
Moore and his daughter and watched. 
They came in about 10 o’clock, and 
both retired. 
I saw no other im ­ 
proper conduct. 
At the request of 
the defendant’s attorney Laura Moore 
was at this time j>ermitted to leave 
the room before further testimony by 
Mr. Dunham. 
I went back the next 
night at 10 p m., and again watched 
them . 
They spent some time blow­ 
ing insect powder about to kill the 
flies, after which Mr. Moore went to 
bed. Laura soon followed his exam ­ 
ple. 
Witness here related evidence 
unfit for repetition. 
At this stage of the case th e prose­ 
cution rested its case. 
Mr. Damron in placing the defen­ 
dant’s position before the jury, stated 
th at 
they denied the 
accusation 
and th at tbe defendants would be able 
to refute evidence tending to prove 
such, further that they would estab­ 
lish as a fact th at Laura Moore was in 
no way related to the defendant, but 
a stepdaughter, and as such, she had 
always lived as his daughter, which 
accounted for her addressing him as 
papa. 
The deposition of A. J . Dodson, of 
San Diego, late of Janesville, Tex., to 
the effect th at at the latter place Moore 
bore a good reputation, was read, to­ 
gether w ith the stipulations as to the 
tru th of the depositions not received. 
Amos Teba, a carpenter, late of 
Janesville, Tex., swore: I know Mr. 
Moore. I have known him for seven or 
eight years. I know his general repu­ 
tation for honesty, integrity and chas­ 
tity, and consider it good. At this 
stage the jury were placed under the 
usual insti uctions by the judge and 
the court adjourned until 10 a. m. to­ 
day.

Sometim es patieuta feel as 
though th eir whole head was iu a state of rottenness, so great is th e am o u n t of m atter 
discharged and so foetid is its odor. The p atien t is greatly apnoyed by th e conBtaut drop­ 
ping Into th e th ro at of th e m orbid m atter from th e head, and as a recum bent poslti- n 
naturally favors the flow dow nw ard, hiB rest la frequently distu rb ed from th is cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie w ith the head very m uch elevated in order to sleep with 
some «logree of com fort 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects b ehind and above th e soft 
palate, in th e passage between the throat and head, adhering to th e parts w ith gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness in th e affected locality, w hich gives rise to a co n stan t an d alm ost In eels tibie 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing the m in u s in to the th ro at so as to reject it by 
th e m outh.

T he stom ach generally suffers m ore or less and becom es weak an d Irritable; th e appe­ 
tite Is capricious an d nearly always bad In th e m orning. The p atien t is languid, u nable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith the usual facility. Is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, s t tim es, fearful, tim id, agitated, and in clin ed to drow siness an d sleep; th e mcm- 
ory weakened, and p erm an en t im pairm ent Beriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon becomes m orbidly sensitive to unfavorable Influences, 
ana, in spite of the utm ost care, becomes affected from th e slightest causes, so th at at last 
a breath of w ind upon th e lin in g of the nose o r th ro at becom es productive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serious disturbances of th e respiratory' organs. T n u s th e p atien t is subject 
to frequent a<-d repeated colds, each aitack aggravating the disease by giving it a uew 
Im pulse, an d involving a larger ex ten t of surface th an its predecessor. In this m anuer 
tho difficulty spreads from organ to organ, in vading th e throat, lary n x , trac h ea an d 
bronchial tubes, u n til, encroaching further an d fu rth er, It reaches th e finer ram ifications 
of th e bronchi, w hen b u t a slight Im pulse is required to send it to th e lungs. C atarrh 
m ay, and often does, affect other organs in the body, especially those containing a m u ­ 
cous m em brane, such as the Stom ach, Bowels, K idneys, &c.
